Old Archie was a small man, 
pot-bellied in his later years, who 
spoke Spanish like a native and 
thought like a Mexican. He ap­ 
parently sincerely loved his fol­ 
lowers, loved them as a man 
might love a faithful dog. He 
punished them when they were

SAN DIEGO, TEX.—To know 
the history of Duval County is to 
understand the power of George 
H. Parr. To know the county’s 
people is to know Parr himself. 
Parr’s power, and that of his 
father before him, is baked on the 
Latin-American, by tradition an 
easily led “follower.” Almost 90 
per cent of the people in Duval 
are “Mexicans,” so- called even 
though their families may have 
lived on this land since the days 
of the Conquistadores. Most of 
them are desperately poor. Many 
are illiterate. Many speak no Eng­ 
lish at all. 
' 
Perhaps half-the population of 
this little county towm, 4,397 at 
the last official census, live in 
miserable 
“jacales,” 
unpainted 
huts built with scrap lumber. 
The town, officially a city,, is 
typically Mexican, with a mis- 
sion-style church and a central I 
plaza with a band stand. The line 
separating Duval from Jim Wells 
County runs through the town, 
and through the center of the San 
Diego Cafe, meeting place of the 
anti-Parr 
forces.

street, Highway 44, and catty­ 
corner to the West is the Court­ 
house and the Windmill Cafe, 
headquarters of the Parc brigade.

George P air is an “Anglo” and 
by all rules of deep South Central 
Texas he and his followers should 
be as different as day is from 
night. 
The average “Anglo” in Duval 
is a big man, taller by inches 
than the general run of Ameri­ 
cans. By religion he is Protestant. 
He speaks little or no Spanish. 
He is apt to wear fancy, high­ 
heeled Western boots and a West­ 
ern hat. 
Even though his skin may be 
burned by the sun to the shade of 
old copper he thinks of himself as 
“white”—in contrast to the Mex- 
ican-American who is patronized 
as a peon, as part Indian. The 
“Anglo” speaks of “good Mexi­ 
cans” and “bad Mexicans.” but 
always of “Mexicans.” He doesn’t 
think of the Latins as Americans 
at all. 
More than a trace of the fron­ 
tiersman still remains in the Du­ 
val “Anglo.” There are men still 
living who can tell truthfully of 
pulling trigger on yelling Apa­ 
ches.

Farmers, Ranchers 
Can SaveTax Money 


Many local farmers and ranch­ 
men can save tax 
dollars 
this 
year by taking advantage of all 
allowable deductions and other 
credits, says C. B. Gaston, Coun­ 
ty Agricultural Agent. 
A new law is of particular im­ 
portance this year, according to 
Gaston, concerning the sale of 
breeding, dairy or draft animals 
because of drought. Under cer­ 
tain conditions, the 
profit from 
such sales will not be taxed. 
New fast depreciation methods 
can reduce current taxes. 
And, 
when you fail to take deprecia­ 
tion, that deducation is gone for 
ever; it can not be made up in 
future years. Reporting the sale 
of all qualifying livestock as the 
sale of capital assets, instead of 
reporting the sale as ordinary in­ 
come, will sharply lower tax lia­ 
bility. 


These subjects and many others 
are treated in the new “ 1956 
Farm er’s Tax Guide,” now avail­ 
able at the county agent’s office. 
Arranged for easy finding, it ex­ 
plains how to handle most tax 
problems that farmers and ranch­ 
men face, the Agent says. 
Some farmers have lost money 
this year and will not owe any 
taxes. When there is no tax lia­ 
bility some farmers in the past 
have tended to neglect taking all 
able deductions. This is usually 
a mistake, Gaston 
points out, I 
because losses can now be car 1 
ried backward for two years and 
carried forward for as many as 
5 years. Sooner or later, these cur­ 
rent losses should permit the tax­ 
payer to either get a refund or 
give him a deduction on future' 
tax bills.

Dear editar: 


Here it is 1957 and naturally 
a thinking man’s thoughts turn 
to Congress and the new session. 
I ’ve been noticing in 
a 
lot 
of 
papers lately where all sorts of 
proposals are 
being offered to 
Congress, from farming to hydro­ 
gen bomb problems, and since my 
interest is more along farming 
lines than hydrogen lines, 
I’ve 
been working on a plan for us 


I farmers. 
As I understand it, labor for 
example has worked out a sys­ 
tem where it gets an automatic 
raise every time the cost of liv­ 
ing goes up, and while I haven’t 
been able to figure out a system 
that would work for farmers along 
this line, I have hit on a minor 
angle that might help a little. 
It’s farmers’ taxes. Under the 
present system, a farmer s taxes 
are based on the value of his land 
and how much income he makes, 
but land values 
are 
no longer 
very dependable. That is, land is 
ao good without water. It s 
how much land a man has, 
how much rain, that counts. 
Consequently, I am proposing 
that Congress pass a law just as 
soon as it gets through 
appro­ 
bating its salary funds, stamp 
und, office fund, etc., basing a 
armer’s taxes on his rain guage. 
Every farmer knows what the 
iverage annual rainfall is for his 
irea. Say it s 30 inches, just for 
tn example. Any year he gets 
»ss than 30, he gets IO per cent 
>?f for each inch he’s short Bas­ 
'd on 30 inches for a year, if he 
tot 29, he’d get a IO Der cent dis- 
nd income taxes to boot. When 
ie -mt down to 20 inches, you can 
;ee he wouldn’t owe any taxes at 


ll. 
But my plan goes further than 
that. W’hen he fell below 20 inches, 
having then reached zero in taves 
Hie. h ''d abo get a IO per cent 
bonus for each inch he fell short 
below 20. 
This would go a long way to 
equalizing the effects of a drouth 
The way I see it is, there’s no 
sense in a man in a 
pro'onged 
drouth not being ('blo to 'miov a1! 
'.he pretty weather he’s having, 


and this new law would help him 
do it. 
If you think this Rain Guage 
Tax and Rebate System has any 
chance of passing, I hope you’ll 
throw your influence behind it, 
and in the
